Hear the ring of the bells— 

Period bells! 

What a world of rush and bustle their monody compels! 

To the buildings left and right 
How we hasten with affright. 

For the hells are out of time; 

The bells are not in time. 

Since tin opening of the new Industrial Arts and Physical Edu¬ 
cation buildings, that part of the campus where classes are held has 
almost doubled in size. To be on time to classes when one has only 
five minutes to journey from one extremity of the campus to the 
other becomes more and more of an unatainable ideal. There are 
several reasons for this problem. 

However well the official bell-ringer may perform her duties, 
there remain the two buildings which are isolated from the bell 
system. These, the Industrial Arts and Physical Education buildings 
always run on correct time, within their own walls, but more than 
likely incorrect compared with the bell system. The student body 
protests—the faculty becomes disgusted with continual tardiness 
to classes. 

There are two reasonable and possible remedies for the situation. 
The intermission between classes might be lengthened to permit 
interchange of buildings with more ease; or the College might 
install a centralized bell system governed by a master clock which 
would make of the Junior College a synchronized piece of machin¬ 
ery. 

In many high schools and in most of the universities and col¬ 


leges the electric time system lias been installed, and this system 
gives the greatest satisfaction. The electric clock is the last word 
in precision and dependability. There is no winding to be done (note 
Prof. Steve Woods), anil if the current is shut off, it matters not, 
for the clock is automatically reset to the correct time. Bells in all 
buildings are operated by the master clock, and there is no necessity 
for any student to disturb a recitation by leaving class to ring the 
bell. 

The Junior College, in its progressive program of building, has 
secured the very best of modern equipment. An electric time sys¬ 
tem would cost the College approximately $800.00, yet the superior 
service of such a system would soon repay the cost. Such a system 
would point to progress, and carry out the ideal, "Out with the an¬ 
tiques—in with the new !”

TELEVISION 


By Edward Schmidt 

Within the last two years it has 
become possible, during a telephone 
conversation, to see an animated pic¬ 
ture of the speaker’!, face in which 
all of the changes of expression were 
discernible. Like the "talking motion" 
pictures, this is a recent development 
which depends on the photoelectric 
cell. It is called "television.” 

A bright spot of light is made to 
travel back and forth over the sub¬ 
ject in closely spaced parallel lines. 
It travels very fast and covers the 
object many time in a second. This 
process is called “scanning.” Each 
part of the picture reflects light hi 
accordance with its degree of bright¬ 
ness. The light so reflected from the 
illuminated spots of the subject is 
received on a system of photoelectric 
cells. A current is created within the 
cell circuit which is proportional to 
the brightness of the reflected light. 
The current is amplified and trans¬ 
mitted to a distant station where it 
can be made to throw a spot of light 
on a screen which he observer it 
watching. 

The motion of the scanning beam 
must be followed faithfully by the 
motion of the reproducing beam. Mo¬ 
tors at both stations, maintained a- 
like by radio, or by vibrations by 
wire, control the motions of the 
beams. 

The entire picture is scanned in 
1-20 second. Due to this rapidity the 
observer sees the picture as a whole 
because the eye is incapable of fol¬ 
lowing the motions of the successive 
spots of light. 

To better understand the method of 
forming a picture at the distant sta¬ 
tion,, imagine the object to be made 
up of a large number of small 
squares. Let the screen at the sta¬ 
tion be considered as having the 
same number and kind of squares. 
Suppose that the 50th square was a 
bright spot on the forehead, and that 
the 90th was a dark eyebrow, then 
twenty times every second the 50th 
square on the screen would become 
very bright and the 90th of only 
slight brightness. In the same man¬ 
ner every square on the screen would 


appear twenty times every second in 
its own degree of brightness.
